Goodwin and his wife, Miss Maxlne 
Elliott, looking for a tag of jewelry I 
won't say where it happened or when. 
We got the bag, but it only contained 
toothbrushes. 
Whenever I think o£ 
Nat Goodwin or Miss Elliott I remem-

Barrett is thirty-seven years of age, 
of refined appearance, and most peo- 
ple woiild call him handsome 


When told the contents of the fore- 
going dispatch, after the performance 
at the Macdonough last night, Mr. Nat 
Goodwin removed his sailor hat and 
twirled it a minute in silent medita- 
tion 


"No," he finally said "for the life 


of me I can't recall ever having been 
robbed of a toothbrush 
My tooth- 
brushes always turn up all right when

member, I've never been sh.v that item.

WASHINGTON, April 
20—Despite 


the denials of army officers, there Is 
in existence 
today in 
the 
United 


States army a system by which men 
who enlist with the expectation that 
they are to be soldiers pure and sim- 
ple find themselves excused In many 
cases from all military duty and act 
in the capacity of servants. 


It is one of the ivorst features of 
army life, according to the stories of 
men in the ranks and yet General 
Bell, chief of staff, justifies the idea 
of enlisted men becoming the ser- 
vants o£ officers, although he admits 
it is in direct violation of the army 
regulations for any officer to excuse 
a man acting in such capacity from 
military duty 


I have it from the lips of three sol- 
diers presented to me by one of the 
best known army officers In the East 
as men with absolutely clean records 
and whose word may be accepted as 
truth that men who consent to work 
for officers as "strikers" or "dog rob- 
bers" sometimes find themselves doing 
the ordinary 
drudgery of 
kitchen- 
maids. 


SOLDIERS TELL. 


Here are some of the things that are 


done by men who enlist with the idea 
that they are going te wear gay uni- 
forms and march .behind waving flags 
to the air of stirring music. 


They hang out washing, clean lawns, 


wait 
on 
table, wash 
dishes, black 


boots, scrub floors and perform similar 
household duties

He immediately began an 
Investigation to discover if Sondler 
had had a fight, had suffered

h°art disease or had been "hazed" by 
his fellow students. The investigation 
is being continued.

laid bare before the Grand Jury the 
whole startling system of police pro- 
tection by which certain administra- 
tion-favored resorts in the new tender- 
loin that borders along Golden Gate 
avenue have flourished in direct viola- 
tion of the law.

futile because the policemen on guard 
could not be made to enforce their or- 
ders. 


HIGHER CP PCCVYER. 


Captain Mooney declared it was his 


belief that some one "higher up in the 
administration" possessed an influence 
stronger than his ewn with the ofilcers 
and policemen of his command, and 
that this influence was being- used to 
maintain against his will a disorderly 
section of the city. 


Captain Mooney was on the Grand 
Jury witness stand for more than an 
hour. When he left the room he re- 
fused to discuss his testimony 
He 
would not deny, however, that the 
man "higher up in the administration" 
was none other than Chief of Police 
Jeremiah Dinan and that he was the 
one who was exerting: an all-poworful 
influence over the officers and police- 
men of his command. 


BOOKS SEIZED. 


The boohs of Captain Mooney's of- 


fice, Including his order books and the 
reports of his men, were seized bj the 
Grand Jury and examined. They will 
be brought in agraln and subjected to 
a thorough search. 
Five plain-clothes 
policemen who 


have been doing- duty under Captain 
Mooney's direction in the new tender- 
loin were summoned to appear before 
the Grand Jury and give evidence con- 
cerning the protection going on there. 
Because of the lack of time they were

"I am much better now and will be 


all right just as soon ,is the swellings 
go down and they find out if there is a 
crack in my skull right here where he 
hit me the hardest," she said, drawing 
!her finger along a section of the band- 
ages to indicate the doubtful place. 


"I can see out of this eye fine," she 
continued, lifting a corner of the linen 
strips and smiling cheerfully out of 
the one recognizable feature in the 
swollen, blackened little face. 


"You 
know I have been working in 


candy stores ever since I was 13 years 
old," 
she began, "and have always had 


to come home by myself lato at night, 
so of course I just got used to it and 
never was afraid of anything. Last 
night I left the candy store on Van 
Ness avenue where I work some time 
after midnight and went to our old 
house at 1208 Golden Gate avenue. I 
knew everything was ready to move 
yesterday, but I. thought maybe they 
had not gotten off and besides I hoped 
my mother and sister would be at the 
old house, because I had never been 
to tho new one and did not know Just 
how to get to Point Lobos avenue. 


VACANT HOTJSE. 


"When I go to the old house I 


found everything vacant and I felt 
disappointed, but I took a Fillmore 
street car and asked the conductor 
to tell me how to transfer to get to 
Point Lobos avenue. 
He gave me a 
transfer and told me to get out at 
Slitter street, but I made a mistake 
and got out at Geary. While I was 
standing on Geary and Fillmore wait- 
ing for a Geary street car a man came 
up to me and said, 'Excuse me, but I 
heard you ask that conductor where 
Point Lobos avenue Is. 
I live out 


there and am going there now, so I 
will show you the way.' 
"I suppose he must have been on 


tho same car with me and heard me 
ask the conductor, though I did not 
remember seeing him.

.In the Plaza des Armes, of the city of 


Teplc the half 
nude; bullet-riddled, 


body of Henrlol Chavez, the famous 


bandit who had long been the terror 


of that part of Mexico. 


He was killed the night previous at 


a little posada about five miles from 


Teplc by four criminals under the ban 


of the law, who decoyed him Into an 


ambush and shot him to death to free 


themselves from the penalties of the 
law. 
The government granted them 


a free pardon for their crimes on con- 


dition that they would bring In Cha- 


vez dead or alive. They brought him 
In dead, hbut two of them were mor- 
tally wounded In the battle with tho 
desperate brigand. 


A woman was used to decoy Cha- 


vez to where his slayers laid In wait 
for him. A woman led Joaquln Mu- 
rletta Into the toils, and a woman 
was the means of bringing: Vascruez to 
the scaffold. Although fired on from 
ambush Chavez justified 
the terror 


with which he had Inspired the coun- 
try by putting up a game flght against 
tremendous odds. 
He fought four 


concealed enemies till shot through 
and through half a dozen times, and 
when he fell two of his antagonists 
had received fatal wounds. 


Chavez had long been the terror of 


the region around Teplc. Incredible 
stories are told of his daring hardi- 
hood and boldness. 
He was a dead 


shot and Quick as 
a panther. 
He 


slew without 
compunction 
officers 


and soldiers sent against 
him, but 


never molested the 
peasantry, 
and 


never harmed the travelers he rob- 
bed unless they resisted.

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Man Who Spent Three Millions in 
Effort 


to Become United States Senator 


Drops From Siyht. 


NEW YORK, April 20.—In the fear 


that J. Edward Addlcks, the man who 
spent |S,OOfl,000 In a flght to control 
the politics of Delaware and have him- 
self elected United States Senator from 
that State, might be dead In the ob- 
ecure. apartment In Hoboken In which 
he has passed the last year and a'half 
In hiding, the door was forced by the 
Hoboken police tonight. 
The rooms 
were found in great confusion, as 
though they had been the scene of a 
hasty flight, and It Is the belief of the 
police and the owner of the apart- 
ments that Addicks, in his desire to 
escape unobserved, left by way of the 
fire escape. 


On every side In the deserted apart- 
ment of the man who spent millions 
in pursuit of. political power, and who 
was rated many times a millionaire, 
were evidences of pinching poverty, 
of a hermit-like life, in which flre was 
an unenjoyed luxury, and there was 
neither gas for cooking, lighting or 
'heat after the company had cut off the 
supply of unpaid bills. There were a 
few empty boxes which had contained 
crackers, but ncr evidence that any 
cooking had been done for some time. 
Three months' rent •was due on the in- 
expensive apartment and her mjTiterious 
and secretive guest had made no recent 


promise* ct payment to Mrs. Fisher, 
owner of tie house where Addlek* bad 
come to hWe from those who were pursu- 
ing him, and he feared eviction. 


ABJECT POVERTY. 


No man, no matter how anxious he 
might be ts escape discovery, who had 
lived in the style *nd luxury of Addlck* 
In the dayt of the lenith ot his power, 
coould have lived a» he <M during the

Running accounts with small dealers,

It is a com- 
mon assertion that they are, and the assertion is true 
if used to distinguish the religious character of our civ- 


ilization from that of countries in which thought, laws and social 
usages axe colored by Mohammedism, Brahamism or Buddhism, 
but it is erroneous if r 3 ant to convey the idea that the vast ma- 
jority of Americans are active and professing Christians. 


In his treatise on the "Origin of Manners," Herbert Spen- 


cer points out that social ceremonial of today is a survival of an- 
cient modes of expressing adoration and obedience to gods and 
kings, and running through all our laws, usages, literature and 
public observances can be discerned the influence of the Chris- 
tian religion as a modeling and directing force. In laws and 
ordinances forbidding Sabbath desecration and the prayers of 
chaplains in legislative bodies we observe the restraining and 
governing force of Christianity. While our National and State 
Constitutions guarantee absolute religious liberty and place all 
creeds and sects on a perfect eqnalitv, the* dominating influence 
of Christian thought and usage on the body of our laws is clear 
and unmistakable. 


If we take these evidences as the basis of judgment the 


American people are a Christian nation. 


But there are other tests. Suppose we put the question this 


way: ARE THE AMERICANS A NATION OF CHRIS- 
TIANS ? The answer would have to be predicated on another in- 
quiry: What proportion of the American people subscribe to 


the various creeds designated as Christian or order their lives in 


accordance with the teachings of the founder of the Christian 


faith and follow the practices enjoined by its sectaries? It 


would be manifestly impossible to say what proportion believe in 
a general way in the broader doctrines of Christianity, but it 
is comparatively easy to ascertain how many are attached to 


the various religious organizations, and what proportion of these 
ordinarily attend divine service, 


If we narrow examinations to this phase of the inquiry 


the answer must be that the Americans are not a Christian na- 
tion. 


A late bulletin of the census bureau estimates the aggre- 


gate population of continental United States at a little more than 
83,000,000. Dr. H. K. Carroll, late special agent of the Census 


Office, prepared last year statistics giving in detail the number 
of all churches and sects in this country. The total number of 
Christians, including Mormons, Spiritualists (?), Theosophists 
(sic.), Quakers, Unitarians, Dowieites, Koreshans, Christian 
Scientists, Dunkards, Mennonites, Shakers, etc., is given as 
31,148,455 communicants, and 
154,390 ministers or teach- 


ers. Of these, 10,785,496 are Roman Catholics. The Catholic 
Church Directory places the number of Roman communicants at 
,12,651,944. If we take the latter number as being correct, the 
aggregate membership of all religious denominations, the Jews 
excepted, in the United States is about 33,500,000—about 40 per 
cent of the* total number of inhabitants. If we subtract the num- 
ber of children under eight years of age from the non-rommuni- 
cants of so-called Christian organizations, the Christians will be 
fully 50 per cent of the total. 


But unfortunately a great number of those carried on 


churchrolls as members are only nominally Christians; many 
of them are agnostics or indifferents without fixed beliefs or 
definite ideas on the subject of religion. 


Many of the sects classed as Christian are not Christian, 


either in spirit or observance. If we take only the Catholics and 
the membership of the orthodox Protestant'denominations, the 
showing in behalf of the question propounded at the opening of 
this article is not a good one. The Methodist churches are 
credited with 6,429,815 members; the Baptist, with 4,974.047; 


the Presbyterians, with 1,723,871; the Lutherans, with 1,847,346; 
the Episcopalians, with 857,127, and the Congregationalists with 
687,042. There were more Cbngregationalists in New England 
a hundred years ago than there «e today in all the United 
States. The Disciples of Christ, a sect folmded by Alexander 
Campbell, have a membership of 1,236,294, or nearly as many as 
the Congregationalists and Episcopalians combined. 


If we turn to the number of persons who attend church 


regularly as an index to religious character, the American people 
are anything but a Christian nation. The average attendance 
at divine service is not more than ten per cent of the population. 
In many large cities only from fifteen to twenty-five per cent of 
the communicants participate regularly in divine worship. 
Everywhere women and children enormously predominate in 
the congregations. The men are staying away -crom the churches 
and are losing interest in religious matters. The remark is fre- 
quently heard that the majority of the churches owe'their main- 
tenance to the activity and moral influence of women, who are 
more devotional by nature and more loyal to their religious con- 
victions than men. 


From the facts here presented a variety of conclusions 


may be drawn, but they indicate with startling distinctness that 
Christianity in its strictly religious sense is a declining force in 
the United States. A vast majority of the men do not partake of 
its sacraments or participate in its spiritual activities, while an 
immense proportion of them rarely attend divine service. Many 
never hear a prayer from one year's end to another, save at a 
funeral or on some similar occasion when an invocation is of- 
fered up in obedience to established custom. It is a pregnant 
fact that less than fifty per cent of the Americm people are pro- 
fessing Christians, and that less than twenty per cent of them 
regularly attend church. 


An affirmative is not so ready, therefore, when it is seri- 


ously asked if the American people are a Christian nation.

Jim Gillis in Olden 


Days of State of 


California. 


SAX FRANCISCO, April 20.—The political tangle on this 


side of the bay is the worst the town has ever known. Owing to 
the deliberations of the Grand Jury the wholesale indictments 
found as a result of the vigorous prosecution conducted by Dis- 
trict Attorney Langdon and his assistant, Francis J. Heney, the 
leaders of the old parties have practically thrown up their hands 
in despair and dismay. 


One of the best-posted politicians in California in discussing 


the situation with me a few days ago, said: "I don't know what 
we are going to do for a candidate for Mayor. If the Republican 
machine puts forth a candidate he will be listed as a tool of the 
corporations. The Democrats seem to be down and out. No one 
knows just how strong the Independence League will be in No- 
vember. From my view point the labor people have the works. 
They are the only ones who are thoroughly organized and in a 
position to make any kind of a fight. No matter who the Re- 
publican machine candidate is, he will be dubbed a tool of the 
Southern Pacific Company and a creature of Mr. Herrin. And 
he is being roped into the Grand Jury inquiry by the prosecutors 
and the press on ei ery possible occasion. 


"As the Democrats party has accepted campaign contribu- 


tions from the big corporations in the past, it would be almost 
impossible for the old-timers to select a candidate for Mayor 
with anything like a chance to win. Then on the side the Demo- 
crats are divided into so many cliques and factious that con- 
certed action is out of the question. You can never reconcile the 
Phelanites to the old line performers and most of the radical 
Bourbons side with the cause of the plain people espoused bj 
the Independence League.

''Of course, Gavin McNab •will do all in his power to butt 


in if he gets half a chance. However, his influence with the 
Democracy is a thing of the past. It is now known definitely 
that he looked out for the interest of the Gas Company and as 
his Board of Supervisors endorsed the dollar rate the Grand 
Jury may find time to determine whv. 


"So far as Phelan is concerned I am certain he can tuner 


rise from the ashes of his past. The workingmen are convinced 
that he is their natural enemy, notwithstanding the -fact that he 
sprung from the loins of labor, and Aull band together to doviii 
him every time he makes an attempt to retrieve his lost laurels.

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The prominence given Frank J. Sjinnies at the banquet of

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The disgraceful manner in which the grafters flaunted their 


shame at the funeral of Chief Sullivan last Sunday was one of 
the most disgusting spectacles m the histoiy of this city. As all 
the -florid knows, the late head of the Fire Department was an 
honest man. Some of his intimates were a bit shady, but so far 
as his personal integrity went he was a.* clean as a hound's 
mouth, to quote our distinguished President. 


Now the theme of the priest who spoke the last words over 


the remains in the cathedral was honesty and its reward. Bend- 
ing over the casket and shaking his fingers at the great crowd 
assembled to pay homage to the honesty of the great fire fighter 
)H shouted: 


"This was an honest man. He was not afraid to do right. 


He could not be bought. His aim was to,do Ms duty to his fellow 
men, as well as to his God. His life was a lesson which all should 
learn. Do you feel that you could face your God with the con- 


fidence of this man ? Have you all lived up to the teachings of 
your church % Have you fulfilled }ronr duty to your fellow men 
and to your God? Can you look into your heart and say to your- 
self that you are honest? That you have not sold yourselvesV 


Now imagine the feelings of Supervisor Coleman, who oc- 


cupied a front seat, when these words of fire fell upon his ear. 
He is a confessed grafter and bribe-taker. After the manner 
m which he has been exposed wouldn't you think that he would 
have kept in the background instead of insisting on occupying a 
place of prominence? But, I guess thieves of his stripe glory in 
their crimes. He was the man who went t6 the Pacific States 
Telephone Company the day after he was elected to the office 
which he has systematically disgraced and demanded a job. He 
was placed on the pa} roll at a monthlv salary of $150. But when 
he learned that his colleagues were getting a bribe of $5000 for 
voting against the Home Company's franchise he declared him- 
self in on that also. Later he held up the Home people for $3500. 


Also try to imagine the feelings of "Big Jim" Gallagher, 


who did all he could to occupy a seat of honor near the casket of 
.the Chief. He must have enjoyed the sermon. "Jim" thinks it's 
clever to take a bribe, so deep is he sunk in the mire of infamy. 


Many other self-confessed bribe-takers were anxious to let 


the people see that they respected the memory of an honest of- 
ficial. Chief of Police Dinan, the associate of "Kid" Sullivan, 
the most notorious criminal in the town, and who has been in- 
dicted for perjury, was also deeply affected by the eulogy of the 
priest. 


But don't think that all those at the great funeral were 


grafters. On the contrary many of the foremost citizens of San 
Francisco were the pall bearers. Chief Sullivan enjoyed the re- 
spect of the high as well as the humble. He was the most be- 
loAed official in the history,of the Coast. 


I simply have made these remarks to let you know the type 


of beast these grafters represent.

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There was buried in this city last Sunduy a unique character 


--one of the kindliest of men, one of the gentlest of humorists 
and one of the most genial of philosophers. 


1 refer to James N. Gillis, the "Truthful James" of Bret 


Hartc, called by some the Sage of Soldier's Gulch, and by others 
Stuttering Jim, famous as a pocket miner, rare story-teller and 
an expounder of quaint conceits, who died in Souora last week in 
his se\ eirh -seventh year. 
He had been a pocket miner in 


Tuolumne county for more than half a century, his habitat being 
Jackass Hill, his postofficc address Tuttlctown. He was a rare, 
lovable character, who rather enjoyed being misunderstood, and 
who took the true humorist's delight in mystifying common- 
place people about trivial things and in advancing queer views to 
excite the horror or indignation of literal-minded persons in- 
capable of seeing a .joke. 


When Mark Twain, then to fame unknown, drifted across 


the mountains into Old Tuolumne he ran across Jim Gillis and 
found in him a congenial spirit. 
Gillis loved literature and 


humor, and he had an abiding fondness for literary men. Ho 
never failed to befriend a writer when the chance offered, and he 
took Mark Twain with him to Jackass Hill ostensibly as a min- 
ing partner. As a fact, Mark was too lazy to cook even, and 


» exertion sufficient to raise a perspiration would rouse in him 


simulated terror that death was imminent from heart failure. 


Nevertheless, he and Gillis got along famously together. 


and remained lifelong friends. Gillis used to have some letters 
written to him by Mark after the latter had gone East and be- 
come famous that would be a treasure to a magaziuist. These 
letters refer to the life of the great humorist led with Gillis in 
a characteristic vein of hyperbolical raillery and quaint pathos. 


For some sentimental reason, Gillis would never let these 


letters go out of his hands or be used for publication. He showed 
them to only a very few close friends, and always cherished them 
as evidence that Sam Clemens did not fail to remember the 
friends he knew in adversity. Each of these letters contained a 
-warm invitation for Jim to come on and see him. In one of them 
he said: "You can make yourself at home if you will only come: 
throw your hat on the floor, put your feet on the table, kick the 
dog or do anything else that suits you—but, mind, not a word 
about the quails." The quails were two chubby-cheeked daugh- 
ters of a miner who lived in the chaparral near Jackass Hill in 
the days when. Twain pretended to be a miner. 


Gillis never spoke of Bret Harte save in tones of loathing- 


and disgust. Harte was the one man he heartily despised. It _ 
was not his wont to speak ill of any one. He picked Harte up in 
the late fifties, when he was tramping, friendless and broke -with 
a pack on his back, out of the mines and gave him friendly wel- 
come, shelter and clothes, f umishing him money to make his way 
back to San Francisco by stage and boat. When success came to 
Harte later, he returned the favors Gillis had shown him with 
rank ingratitude and caddish insult. Gillis cared nothing vfor 
. money, but this treatment so enraged him (and he was a dan- 


gerous man to fool with) that he denounced Harte Jn a circle of 
his fashionable friends as an ungrateful vagaboncLahd made him 


pay then and there the debt he had ignored and the friendship 
he had repudiated. 


Harte caricatured Gillis in the Heathen Chinee and por- 


trayed him as an illiterate in Truthful James. But as a matter 
of fact, Gillis was neither illiterate nor uncouth. He was of good 
family and excellent breeding. His father was a Mississippi 
planter, near Memphis, Tenu., of good Scoti ish stock and high 
social connections. He was a warm, persona1 friend of William 
M. Gwin and David S. Terry. Old Major Gillis carried in his 
blood the Highlander's love of a foray, however, and went with 
Phil, Jim's brother, to Nicaragua with Walker. Phil was killed 
at the battle of Rivas. and his father narrovtly escaped with his 
life. The old man sleeps in a clump of pine? near one of Gillis' 
cabins in Tuolumne county. 
i 


Jim Gillis studied medicine for two years, but catching the 


grjcl fever in 1849. he left college and came 1o San Francisco in 
October of that year. Oddly enough, he became a potato grower 
on the Sacramento river when universal attention was given to 
mining. In those days he was quite active in politics, and was 
intimate with Charley Fairfax, Tenth Baron of Cameron, and 
Austin Smith, son of'Governor Extra Billy Smith of Virginia. 
Fairfax was State Treasurer and Smith was Collector of the 
Port of San Francisco. 


After leaving the river to take up mining he never left the 


mountains for long, and made his home at Jackass Hill, where 
he first pitched his tent. His success as a pocket miner was pro- 
verbial, though he was indolent by nature and careless about the 
acquisition of money. When there was no necessity to labor he 
loved to loaf and read. He loved books, and his range of read- 
ing was wide and his taste cultivated. A man who can revel in 
Tasso, Pepy's Dairy, Milton, Don Quixote, Voltaire and Goethe 
is not an undiseriminating or unthinking reader. Gillis was this 
sort of a man, yet Ms associations and tastes were so homely and 
his ways so racy of the soil and environment of the hills that shal- 
low people mistook him entirely. He loved to string pilgrims 
with extraordinary yarns and to make the credulous big-eyed 
with ghost stories of his own manufacture, and this penchant 
caused him to be dubbed a munchausen. On<- paper, in chronicl- 
ing his death, spoke of him as Lying Jim Gillis. No man ever 
deserved the epithet lecs. In his business dealings he was the 
soul of truth "and honor. Whatever he said about men or the 
actualities of life was scrupulously accurate. But he delighted 
to romance in a harmless, jesting way, finding deep inward 
enjoyment in befooling the innocent and conjuring up comical 
mysteries to puzzle less -subtle understandings than his own. 


Jim's brother. Steve, died not long ago in Fresno county. 


He was telegraph editor on the Virginia City Enterprise when 
Mark Twain was city editor, in the days when Joseph T. Good- 
man made it one of the cleverest and most M idely read journals 
on the Pacific Coast. "Steve Gillis was one of the partv who put 
up the job to have Twain robbed on the Gold Hill divide when ho 
came back on his first lecturing tour. 


Leslie Blackburn, of Oakland, was-one of the fake robbers, 


and is-the only survivor, save Twain himself, of the practical 
joke that long remained a sore spot in the memory of Clemens. 


One of Gillis' sisters married Harry Williams, who made a 


great fortune in the San Francisco stock market and was after- 
ward president of the Safe Deposit Bank. To the Williams 
children Gillis was a sort of candy-laden Puck, fresh from the 
woods and the hills, filled with fairy tales o" birds and animals 
and strange happenings. 


Ah, Sunny Jim, it was a pity thcv took you from 'neath 


the singing pines of Old Tuolumne to plain you amid the cold 
grave stones of a city cemetery. Your grave should be where 
the mountain quail whistles from the manzanita 'copse and the 
gray squirrel gambols among the pine cones and rustling leaves.

THE TALE OF 
A JUDGESHIP. 


Though Judge Van Hce: was 


an easy winner m the recent 
contest which closed with his ap- 
pointment to the bench of the 
new Federal Court, it must not be 
inferred that the friends of Judge 
Sloss were not zealous in behalf 
of that distinguished jurist. Judge 
Sloss be it known \v as something 
more than a mere quiescent can- 
didate in a receptive mood. He 
was in the hands of his friends 
and his friends made a noble ef- 
fort to land him in the coveted 
job. 
Their activity was halcyon 


rather than vociferous, but it v. as

by

strokes that might have proved 
effective had they not been ren- 
cletcd negligible by the superior 
dexterity exerted in behalf of 
Judge Van Fleet. Judge Sloss 
had one friend whose maneuvers 
excited a great deal of interest 
and not a few animadversions.

They for- 
get that ideals may be clung to 
tno fondlv; that ideals sometimes 
rise to the level o' an inconveni- 
ence.

would appear to disadvantage. 
Caruso's art, though

fine in parts, is pronounced la- 
mentably limited. His loud sing- 
ing is declared to be a sure sign 
of decline of voice. The discus- 
sion has led to the interesting 


conundrum, why is it the tenor 
and so rarely, the baritone or 
basso who is worshipped? One 
would expect women to be more 
deeply interested in the manliest 
voice. The consensus of opinion 
seems to be that the composers 
are largely responsible for tenor- 
worship, as with hardly an excep- 
tion the tenor plays a more im- 
portant part than the baritone or 
bass.—Town Talk.

Aguaa . Callentes, Orizaba and 
Puebla arrived and left on time the 
following- morning and since then. 


Contrary to what might have been 


expected, the quake had seemingly no 
effect on the volcanoes 'in that region. 
No smoke whatever 
could be seen 
arising from Orizaba, Popacatapetl or 
other nearby extinct craters. 


The temblor, however, was remarkable 
in point of duration and nature, lasting, 
according to all Instruments and ac- 
counts, about four minutes.
